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MAIN FEATURES 


. In August 1978 there were about 777,000 teenagers 
who had left school. Of these 555,000 were employed 
and 103,000 were unemployed (97,000 looking for 
full-time work and 6,000 looking for part-time work).

Of the 493,000 teenagers who were still at school — 


— about 75,000 had jobs, of which 72 per cent

— about 10,000 were seeking full-time jobs and 
were available to start work in the survey week 
if they had found a job. 


— about 15,000 were looking for part-time work. 





EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


This bulletin contains estimates of the labour 
force characteristics of persons aged 15 to 19 years 
derived from the monthly population survey. It coritains 
more detailed estimates for this age group than those 
published in The Labour Force (6203.0), and includes 
details of school attendance. Some of the estimates 
shown in this bulletin will be included regularly in future 
issues of The Labour Force (6203.0). 


The population survey 


2. The survey is based on a multi-stage area sample 
of private dwellings (about 30,000 houses, flats, etc.) 
and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc.), and 
covers about two-thirds of one per cent of the 
population of Australia. The information is obtained 
from the occupants of selected dwellings by carefully 
chosen and specially trained interviewers, the interviews 


being conducted during the two weeks beginning on the 
Monday between 6th and 12th of each month. The 
information obtained relates to the week prior to the 
interview (i.e. the survey week). 


Scope of the estimates 


De The estimates relate to all persons fifteen 
to nineteen years of age except: | 


(a) members of the permanent defence forces 


(b) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas 
governments, customarily excluded from census 
and estimated populations 


(c) non-Australians on tour or holidaying in 
Australia 


(d) members of non-Australian defence forces (and 
their dependants) stationed in Australia, and 


(e) patients in hospitals and sanatoria, or inmates 
of gaols, reformatories, etc. 


Definitions 


4. The labour force category to which a person is 
assigned depends on his actual activity (i.e. whether 
working, looking for work, etc.) during the survey week. 
Definitions of the principal categories appearing in this 
bulletin are given in the monthly bulletin The Labour 
Force (6203.0). 


Reliability of the estimates 


Ds Since the estimates in this publication are based 
on information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings they and the movements derived from them 
are subject to sampling variability; that is, they may 


‘ differ by chance from the figures that would have been 


produced if all dwellings had been included in the 
surveys. One measure of the likely difference is given by 
the standard error. There are about two chances in three 
that a sample estimate will differ by less than one 
standard error from the figure that would have been 
obtained if all dwellings had been included, and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will be 
less than two standard errors.
